The total amount of wheat 
In Illinois In im , according to 
compiled and made public yesterday by 
jthe state board of agriculture, was 16,11$,- 
600 bushels. This Is far less than the crop 
of M L 


A summary of the records of some oi 
the farm crops made to the Illinois de­ 
partment of agriculture is given below, the 
report being made Aug* ,1: 
, In the fall of JMt there was 1/706,006 
acres seeded* to winter wheat, and last 
spring 73,000 acres were seeded to spring 
Wheat, giving a total area of 1,779,000 acres 
needed. The loss of winter wheat from 
winter killing and other causes was 12 per 
cent, leaving 1,507,000 acres for harvest, 
which, with the 73,000 acres of spring 
wheat, left 1,530,000 acres to be cut. 


While the yield of spring wheat was 
very uniform wherever raised that of 
winter wheat was very uneven, north­ 
ern Illinois. reporting an average yield 
of 17 bushels per acre, central Illinois 
12 bushels and tbe southern division of 
the state 8 bushels—an average of 10 bush­ 
els per acre. The total amount of wheat 
produced this year was 10,116,000 bushels',' 
or nearly 20,000,000 bushels less than the 
1902 crop. 


The average price per bushel of 70 cents 
is the highest received by the farmer 
since 1891. At this average price the value 
of the 1903 wheat crop amounted to $11,-. 
304,000. 


CONSUMPTION OP WHEAT. 


The quantity of wheat needed for seed 
and bread each year Is reached by allow­ 
ing 11-3 bushels, per acre for seed, on the 
acreage see^e^l .¿this year, and 4 bushels 
per capita for food, basing the computa­ 
tion on the census of 1900. 
This year, 
therefore, it will require 31,658,000 bushels 
for these two purposes, but as the total 
yield wa? only 16,188,000 bushels, it will be 
necessary to import 6,540,000 bushels mere­ 
ly to supply our own needs. 


The oats crop just harvested is the 
smallest since 1895, but 98,570,000 bushelr 
being reported. 
The average yield per 
acre was 29 bushels, the area being 3,377,- 
000 acres. There is considerable complaint 
of the oats being light and chaffy, as well 
as having been seriously injured by rust. 
The average price of oats was 30 centc 
per bushel and the total value of the eror 
|30,N5,000. 


CORN CROP UNUSUALLY SHORT. 
The deficiency in the area of corn thlfi 
year is over a quarter of a million acres, 
but 7,947,000 acres being reported. 
Thib 
deficiency Is due to several causes. First, 
the backward spring and the \inusually 
poor condition of the soil delayed the 
work and then the June floods destroyed 
many thousands of acres of young corn 
on low lands. .In many instances attempts 
were made, to partially repair the loss 
planting ninety-day corn, but many thous­ 
ands of acres will be a total loss this year, 
so far as corn is concerned. 


The cool weather which has prevailed 
during much of the summer has not been 
favorable" to the growth of corn and' its 
A.ugust condition is but 74 per cent of a 
seasonable average. 


The condition of this crop on Aug. 1, 
1902, was 96 per cent of an average and on 
the same date in 1901 46 per cent.

Suddenly I noticed 
dense smoke coming from tbe direction 
of Menllmontant 
Realizing tbe dan­ 
ger, I sbouted to tbe passengers to get 
out of the train, a t the same time run­ 
ning to tbe telephone to request the 
Belleville station to cut off the electric 
current But tbe telephone was not til 
working order. 


**I called an employee named Latige 
and asked him to ran to tbe Belleville 
station, via tbe boulevard. He started 
off Immediately. Meantime tbe guards 
were begging the passengers to get.out 
of tbe train, but tbe passengers re­ 
fused. *We were made to get out at tbe 
Barbes station,* they said, ‘and we bavc 
b<kl enough of It* All this time the 
smoke was steadily approaching, be­ 
coming denser and denser. It was like 
a wall advancing. Seeing tbe smoke 
enveloping us, I finally took by the 
arms some passengers who were stand? 
Ing at the carriage door, shouting to 
them ,‘Do get outf 
“These passengers then surrounded 
me and demanded that the cost of their 
tickets be refunded. 
1 replied: *The 
money will be refunded later on. Run 
away!* But they would not heed me. 
They used threats and I received sev­ 
eral blows. A crowd gathered around 
me and prevented tbe passengers who 
bad been In tbe end carriages from 
reaching tbe exit staircase up wblcb 
most of tbe other passengers bad made 
their escape. 


“Then tbe electric llgbt suddenly 
went out A fearful crush followed in 
.tbe darkness. 
Piercing shrieks t o- 
sounded during a.few seconds, but the 
suffocating smoke speedily silenced ev­ 
ery voice.

Currency About Bight and the 
Lynching Question will 
Regulate Itself 


Congressman Joseph Cannon was in 
Omaha and when asked regarding cur­ 
rency legislation at the coming session of 
congress replied: 


“That's something I’m saying little 
about. 
Besides, we’re not sure of Just 
w hat. is happening and what is needed. 
It ,is true a lot of eastern fellows think 
they are in a bad way and need currency 
legislation to help them out. But I notice 
that stocks are not down to a good invest­ 
ment baKis even now. 
You see they’ve 
got everything up too high and things are 
getting bacic to normal.” 


On the lynching question Mr. Cannon 
said: 


“Why, damn It, I'm an optimist ubout 
this. 
This question will right itself by 
the uprising of a healthful public senti­ 
ment. The American people are fitted for 
self-government. 
They've proved it on 
many another occasion. They’ll prove It 
now; mob violence will be wiped out in 
this country. It is possible that our Ju­ 
dicial procedure Is a little slow and tech­ 
nical, that there are too many opportuni­ 
ties for quibble and delay, but it’s a 
mfghty good system nevertheless. 
It ls 
the old English system. It Is bullded on 
the English common law. 
It recognizes 
the principle that It is better nine guilty 
men escape than that one innocent man 
be punished. And It ls steadily approxi­ 
mating the point where men who are in­ 
nocent are safe and men who are guilty 
may expect punishment. I think In the 
main the people have confidence in our 
courts. Such things as the delays of the 
law, its loopholes, race prejudice, drunk­ 
enness and the llkd' that excite mob viol­ 
ence do not imply that the mob spirit is 
to grow and continue to defy our institu­ 
tions. The causes for mob violence, will 
be gradually lessened at the some time 
that public sentiment against It Increases 
and thus the evil may be depended on to 
right Itself.**

The crop bulletin is s i^ by the 
Illinois weather bureau .'for the past 
week is as follows.

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There was hardly a quormum pres­ 
ent at the summer school of philoso­ 
phy Tuesday» but the subject under 
discussion was an interesting one and 
the enthusiasm of the few present 
more than made up for the absentees. 
The street fair was the topic investi­ 
gated and many enlightened opinions 
were expressed. 


Prim us believed in amusements of 
a public character. It was a custom 
handed down from ancient times. The 
Olympian games were an example 
and in Roman times the popularity 
of the consuls was often measured by 
thèir gorgeous spectaclcs arranged 
for the amusement of the Moi polloi.” 
Even tlfb Greeks and the Romans as 
great as was their culture and as 
thoroughly as they believed in the 
cultivation and development of thè 
mind recognized the fact that the lat 
ter needs a reaction and that a perioc 
of recreation is essential, 


Sccundus confessed ignorance as to 
the customs that prevailed among the 
ancients and as for games he was not 
even conversant with the modern 
pastimes. 
He had played “shinny” 
and pitched horse shoes, but the mod 
ern exercise known as golf, where the 
players wore different colored^ stock­ 
ings on their legs, and required 
40-acre lot and a $10 outfit to play 
the game he felt was beyond his com­ 
prehension. He didn’t know how it 
was at the time of the Roman con 
suls, but he was certain the present 
day politicians furnished ’ all 
the 
amusement necessary for the relaxa 
tion of the public mind. 


Tertius believed the street fair and 
carnival of modern times an enter 
tainment highly valuable as an educa­ 
tional factor. * If the attractions were 
of the lewd hoochee coochee variety 
they taught as good. a lesson to the 
gounger generation as the pitiable 
aspect of the drunkard in the gutter. 
If they were of the wholesome var 
iety, as it was expected the coming 
carnival would be, an innocent source 
of amusement would be provided for 
the summer stay-at-homes. 


Quartus thought there should be 
temperance in all things. He favor­ 
ed* a street fair, especially the free 
attractions. He did not believe in 
the goody good nor was he in favor 
of going to the other extreme in the 
matter of attractions. At the same 
time he admitted of the object of 
the fair was to ¡draw a crowd, some­ 
where within the city limits there 
would have to be something of the 
spicey and up-to-date variety. 
He 
xilieved the virtue that had to be 
guarded with a fence around it was 
not worth the guarding. 


Quintus had thought over the mat- 
ter a great deal, but waa hardly ready 
to express a decided opinion. A street 
j-pilr has its good points 
and bad 
points. He could see nothing in the 
antics of the jig dancer or in .such 
gyratons as were exhibited1 last year 
4n the platform in the park when a 
man representing an old “Rube” gave 
a* spectacle of trying to break a jack 
ass. Such occasions were propitious 
seasons for sparking and tended to 
the promotion of steady couples and 
to a certain degree perhaps was in 
furtherance 
of 
the 
Rooseveltian 
theory. 


Sextus enjoyed a crowd. It was an 
interestin'* study. 
He expected - to 
ye on hand bright and early every 
day and would take in all the free 
attractions and all of the pay enter­ 
tainments he could afford. He was 
glad the town. was going to take on 
signs of life and he hoped there would 
M3 somthin* doin’ every minute of 
carnival week. He saw all the 
toochee coochee shows he ever want­ 
ed to see during the Chicago world’s 
air when a man’s reputation didn’t 
suffer thereby and. the article there 
was of such a high class that the 
present cheap skate side shows of­ 
fered not the slightest temptations. 
The morale of the coming carnival 
was .not keeping him awake nights. 


Septimus thought the value to the 
merchants of such a season of gayety 
óyer-estimated. Only certain classes 
of trade received/thè benefit, while all 
were put to an extra expense. 
He 
recognized the fact, however, th at a 
i ;owii must keep abreast of the times 
and since the days 
of tne 
old- 
’ashioned county fair were gone he 
¡new of no better substitute than the 
»resént. cahiival plan. 
He believed 
lie children. would go into school in 
the fall brighter and fresher for this 
period ' of • free , entertainm ent. 
He 
always favored coroperating with the 
majority, and hoped the present fair 
wouldiprove successful in every way. 


Octayus said sfreet fairs catered .to 
he l>aser.tastes of, humanity aiid in 
the mam this class: of entertainm ent 
' er v openl^ or secretly predomin- 
atod wherever they were held; 
He 
bélieved their prevalence indicàted a 
debapqhed taste and their- popularity 
weris i ^ t tMicer^^n signs of Jdegénr

ibti^B all of* the speakers 
lend their 8anctión to thé pro­ 
ject by their attendance and patron­ 
age of the attractions offered. The 
thing he most regretted was the un- 
tinMdy intérruption of the sessions of 
the school, the; minds of whose mem­ 
bers would doubtless become so filled 
with frivolities that the delightful 
discussions held earlier in the. sum­ 
mer .will not be repeated until an­ 
other year rolls around with its season 
of quiet. 


The reflection of the last speaker 
was borne in upon the members with 
so much force that a feeling of sad­ 
ness overcame them and they were 
unable to continue the discussion.
